Superintendent of the Territorial Prison. 


To His Excellency, B. J. Franklin, 


Governor of Arizona. 


Sir—In comformity with the Statutes, I have the 
honor to herewith submit my biennial report as Superin- 
tendent of the Arizona Territorial Prison, together with 
statistics and reports of the various departments of the 
institution, for the two years ending December 31, 1896. 
Although I did not take charge of the Prison until May 1, 
1896, I have, owing to the careful and thorough manner in 
which the records of the institution have been kept, been 
enabled to render a complete report for the entire period. 


POPULATION. 


, There were in confinement December 31, 1894, 181 
male and 1 female prisoners. There were received dur- 
ing 1895, 97; discharged, 98; and during 1896 received 136; 
discharged 86. There remains in confinement December 
31, 1896, 228 male and 3 female prisoners. The average 
attendance for 1895 was 171, and for 1896, 197.

Comparing the above figures with those of the two 
years ending December 31, 1894, during which the total | 
gross expense was 397,743.82, the average per diem cost : 
$133.90, the average per capita per diem cost 50.865, the , 
average attendance having been 155.91, and we have a: 
reduction in the gross expense of $18,452.39, in the gross 
per diem $25.37, and in the gross per capita per diem cost 
$0.269. The net expense for the same period, that is, 
during the years 1893-94 was $95,166.05, the average per 
diem cost $130.36, and the average per capita per diem cost 


, $0.84. This, in comparison with the net expense for 


1895-96 will show that it has cost $22,265.96 less to main- 
tain the Prison during the period covered by this report 
than during the years 1894-95, and that there has been 
effected a reduction in the net per diem cost of $30.58, 
and the net per capita per diem reduced from 50.84 to 
50.552 cents. These figures are the lowest ever attained 
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in the history of the institution, and have not been 
| obtained by any radical change as regards the well being 
or comfort of the inmates, as they have been as well fed 
and clothed as heretofore, nor has it been secured by neg- 
ligénce in prison repair, as all buildings and other property 
in my charge are in good condition, and will require but 
small expenditure to keep them so for several years, buta 
careful management of all departments, a close super- 
vision of disbursements therein, and a system of rigid 
economy practiced in the matter of purchases has enabled 
me to show such good results.

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MORAL كردا‎ RELIGIOUS. 


The moral and religious work of the prison is under 
the direction of our city, Catholic and Protestant Chap- 
lains, Father Gheldof and Rev. Dr. Belknap. "They visit 
the Prison frequently and minister to the spiritual need, 
of the inmates. The beneficial effect of their efforts can- 
not be overestimated, and I am pleased to say that they 
seem to be greatly appreciated by the prisoners. Both 
gentlemen deserve hearty commendation for their good 
work. 


DEATHS. 


During the two years there occurred four (4) deaths, 
one caused by heart trouble, one by acute dysentery, one 
by consumption, and one by accidental drowning. 

That part of this report furnished by our Prison 
Physician, Dr. T. H. Sabin, treats fully of these cases, 
, and respectfully refer you thereto for a complete record 
of same. 


LIBRARY. 


The Prison has an excellent library of over two thou- 
sand volumes. It was originally started some years ago 
by voluntary contributions from publishers and others. 
An admission fee of 25 cents is charged visitors desiring 
to enter the Prison, and the money thus collected placed 
to the credit of the “Library Fund." The amount, 
though small has been sufficient to enable us to obtain 
quite a number of good periodicals and books, and mam- 
tain the Library in a fairly good condition.: 

'The amount now on hand to the credit of this fund is 
$2.59.

DIETARY. 


In this connection I wish to state that the provisions 
used are all of good quality, the food wholesome, well 
cooked and served in abundance. Care is taken, however, 
that there shall be no waste, as this would be a large item 
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. . " . i 
if not closely guarded. The following is our commissary 
ration, per man, daily and weekly:

Coffee, 1 ounce daily. |

Sugar, 1 ounce daily. 

Flour, 134 pounds daily. 
Bacon, 2 ounces weekly.

Onions, 1 pound weekly. 

Lard, 3 1-5 ounces weekly. 
Rice, 2 ounces weekiy. 

'T'ea, 1 ounce weekly. 


In addition to the above there is also furnished the 
kitchen, for cocking purposes, once a week, the following, 
viz: Fifty pounds salt, 2 gallons vinegar, 2 cans con- 
densed milk, ¥ pound cinnamon, and 2 pounds pepper, 
afd the bake-shop is supplied with 25 pounds of salt 
weekly, and 1 pound of hops about every other week. Pris 
oners are allowed 2 ounces of smoking and 2 ounces of 
chewing tobacco each, per week. . 


SANITARY, : " 


Our sanitary conditions are excellent; in fact, it would 
be difficult to find a location for an institution of this kind 
elsewhere in the Territory where the natural advantages 
in this respect are as many as they are here. Situated on 
a high bluff, overlooking the Gila and Colorado Rivers, our 
drainage and sewer system could not be bettered; our 
water supply is pure and plentiful; for nine months out of 
every year our climateis supurb, and 1 doubt if there is an 
institution of this kind in the country where the general 
health of the inmates is better; the other three months 
are Very warm, but during a residence here of many years 
I have yet to see my first case of sunstroke or serious 
. illness resulting therefrom; as has been proven time and 
time again, our meteorological conditions are well adapted

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for the cure of all rheumatic, bronchial and pulmonary 
troubles. A number of our inmates have come here suf- 
fering from such diseases, and have at the expiration of 
their terms been discharged greatly benefited. Such re- 
sults under conditions incident to prison life tend to show 
what a wonderful, effect our climate has on those thus 


afflicted.

CRIMINAL INSANE. 


During the term there was one convict transferred to 
the Asylum for the Insane at Phoenix, A. T. 


Several months prior to February 3d, 1896, convict No. 
998, J. J. Curley, sentenced from Yavapai County to four 
(4) years for burglary, showed symptoms of insanity; he 
was, theretore, on the above date, examined according to 
law, adjudged insane by our County Probate Judge and 
transferred to the asylum. 


Shortly after taking charge of the prison I had a cell 
constructed for the better retention and management of 
insane convicts. In my opinion it would be better and 
safer to retain all of our insane patieuts here in the future. 
Many objections have been made to their transfer to State 
asylums in other localities, while some of our States have 
erected separate institutions for their confinement. War- 
dens contend that it induces many convicts to sham in- 
sanity-in order to get to the asylum, where they generally 
find better chance to escape. On the other hand, experts 
on insanity claim that it ls absolutely wrong to compel 
other classes of 1nsane patients to associate with those who 
are by nature naturally criminal and vicious; whether sane 
or insane, a convict is still a convict, and in my opinion 
should be retained in the prison to which he was sentenced, 
A legislative enactment to this effect would be the means 
` of saving many dollars to the Territory which are now ex- 


pended for their tr ansfer. '

DISCIPLINE. )

The discipline'of the prison for the past two years has . 
been good, with a tendency I think toward gradual im-

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provement; thatis to say, the necessary standard has bcen 
maintained, with fewer punishments during this period 
than during the two years prior thereto. No corporal 
punishment is ever inflicted, our only method being con- 
finement in “solitary” on a restricted diet. í 


In this connection I wish to thank my fellow officers 
and guards for their strict attention to their respective 
duties and their hearty co-operation in the work and man- 
agcment of the prison. It is largely due to their efforts 
that such good discipline has been maintained. 


ESCAPES. 


During the two years there were fourteen escapes, all 
of whom were men acting as ‘‘Trusties.”” Of these nine 
were recaptured and returned to prison, being at liberty 
but a short time,- Of those still at large, two made their 
escape while employed on the prison farm, two while at 
work at the wood camp, and one from the immediate 
vicinity of the prison. |

INDUSTRIES. 


We make all of our own clothes and shoc-, including 
those used in prison and those furnished tu discharged 
convicts. We have a sufficient number of ‘citizen suits” 
now on hand to furnish all discharged prisoners for the 
coming year. 

During 1896 we manufactured and supplied the Insane 
Asylum at Phoenix, A. 'T., with 194 pairs of pants, 70 pairs 
of canvass and 24 pairs of brogan shoes. We received pay- 
ment for the shoes at the rate of $1 per pair for canvass, 
and $1.25 per pair for brogans. Payment for the pants 
has not yet been received. The saying thus effected by 
using our prison labor has been considerable. - 


Such prisoners as are not employed on Territorial 
work are granted permission to manufacture any article 
they desire to make, provided, however, that the same is 
not of the class prohibited. They furnish all of their own

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material, tools, etc., and.are allowed to sell their manufac- 
tures to any one visiting the prison, the Territory re- 
ceiving one-third 'of the proceeds. (See tables of quar- 
terly receipts, deductions on prisoners’ manufactures.) 
Among the articles which are at present manufactured 
are canes made of iron-wood, leather and horn, onyx- 
topped tables, inlaid boxes made from our various native 
woods, and lace, which is chiefly knit by our Mexican and 
Indian prisoners. 


, As provided by law, upon entering the prison. all 
money and articles of value found upon a prisoner are 
taken from him and placed in my care, a set of books being 
kept for this purpose, and a separate account being opened 
therein with each' prisoner, they being credited and deb- 
ited as per their receipts and expenditures. Upon dis- 
charge everything to their credit is returned them. The 
amount of money now in my possession to their credit is 
$327.40. , 


By reference to our leather findings and sundries 
account, the greater part of which is expended in purchas- 
ing leather for the purpose of making shoes, it will be 
seen that this is quite an item of expense. Iam ofthe 
opinion that the same can be reduced somewhat by: pur- 
chasing hides here, where there is a good -— and 
prices low, and have them prepared and tanned by our 
prisonlabor. Ishallexperimentin this direction and see 
if we cannot by this method furnish our next supply of 
leather ata less figure than that we are now paying. |

REPAIRS AND IMRROVEMENTS. b on 

Very much has been accomplished during the past 
two years in the way of permanent repairs and improve- 
ments, nearly all of which have been effected by utilizing 
) the prison labor. ’ 

A force of prisoners were employed in excavating the 
hill outside of the southeast corner of the prison enclos- 
ure, and another force in removing the hill situated on the 
west side and directly in ftont of the main appr oach to the 
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prison. On the southeast corner a considerable portion 
was leveled and cleared off. The space thus secured can, 
if occasion should require, be used for a building site or 
for the enlargement of the prison enclosure. On the west 
side the large hill has been completely removed. Besides 
greatly improving the appearance of this side of the 
prison, 1t obviates any attempt of outsiders to communi- 
cate with the inmates by climbing the hill and getting on 
the prison wall, a portion of which was so close to the hill 
as to enable anyone so inclined to easily do. 


During a portion of the term a force of prisoners were 
employed on the farm, about eighty acres being grubbed, 
leveled and prepared for planting. The tract thus cleared 
was surrounded by a brush fence. A large flat-boat was 
constructed, to be used as a ferry for men and teams em- 
ployed on the farm, and a 25-horse power horizontal boiler 
and a four-inch discharge steam pump placed on the land, 
to be used as a pumping plant for irrigation purposes. 


Shortly before the completion of our new electric 
light plant a force of *'trusties" were put to work cutting 
wood from, the prison land. This work has been con- 
tinued at mtervals, as necessity required, and the prison 
thus furnished with its wood supply. With the 2,000 acres 
belonging to the prison, thickly covered with willow wood, 
this work can be continued indefinitely. It means the 
maintenance of our electric light and water systems ata 
very small expense and the saving of at least 53,000 per 
annum in the running expenditure of the prison. 2 


During thelast quarter of 1895 an adobe building 33 
feet wide by 100 feet long, with cement floors and a corru- 
gated iron roof, was erected on the east side of the cell- 


house and divided into apartments for the reception of the 


new electric light plant, new shoe and tailor shops, laun- 
ary and báth-house. ‘The engine, boiler and electrical 
machinery were placed in position and the plant put in 
readiness, to supply the prison with its own light, but 
owing to a defect in the dynamo, the armature of which‘ 
was of the wrong pattern, and which would run hot after’ 


| 
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a few hours’ use, we were not able to successfully run the 
plant until after the purchase of another dynamo from the: 
Yuma Water & Light Company of this city, which was! 
obtained and placed in position in the latter part of March;,! 
1896, and on April 3d following we were able to furnish 
our own light, and continued to do so up to the date of 
the fire. ; 

FIRE. Sx 


On the afternoon of June 16, 1896, at about 3 P. M., 
flames were discovered issuing from the roof of the new 
building recently erected, containing the electric light 
plant, shoe and tailor Shops, laundry and bath-house. Our 
water supply proved entirely inadequate to save the build- 
ing, the entire wood-work and roofing of which was de- 
stroyed, and it was only by the most strenuous eflorts of 
officers and prisoners that the other buildings directly 
adjoining were saved. 

The damage to the boiler and engine was slight, but 
dynamo, switchboard and all electrical apparatus were 
damaged beyond repair. Very nearly all stock, fixtures 
and tools in the shops were saved. At the time I esti- 
mated the total loss to be between $1,200 and $1,500. 


Reconstruction was at once begun, a new’ dynamo and 
such fixtures as was necessary for the clectric light plant 
purchased, and everything connected with the plant and 
building placed in a thorough state of repair, the total cost 
amounting to $1,268.11, which amount was charged to the 
“Prison Fund." I am of the opinion that the fire was 
caused by a defective flue in the laundry. In order to 
afford better protection against fire in the future I have 
purchased a hand-power fire pump and 300 feet of three- 
inch hose, and placed same within the prison enclosure. 
- -We can now at very short notice throw a good stream of 
water upon any of the buildings. 


We resumed supplying our own light on July 18, 1896, 
and by an agreement entered into between the Board of 
Control and the Yuma Water & Light Company of this: 
place, we furnish the town of Yuma with light after 9 
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P. My the company furnishing their own dynamo for this 
purpose and standing all expense for its installation. In 
return for this service they supply the prison with water. 
'The room formerly used for shoe and tailor shops was 
remodelled, and is now used asa bakery. A large bake- 
oven was constructed therein, which is of sufficient dimen- 
sions to fulfill all requirements of the prison in this line 
for many years to come. 
The partition between the old bakery and bath-house 
was torn down, ánd the two rooms combined in one for 
future use as a kitchen, and a new John Van Range” was 
installed therein. ‘The partition between the room form- 
'erly used as a kitchen, and which adjomed the dining- 
room, was also removed, enlarging the dining-room so as 
‘to accommodate all of the inmates at one sitting, prior to 
this time it having been too small to do this. Cement floors 
| were laid in both rooms, the wood-work painted and walls 
,calsomined. New tables and benches were also made for 
use in the dining-room. 
The wood-work in the Superintendent's office was 


' painted, the floor covered with linoleum, and the furniture 
"varnished.

A cell for insane prisoners was constructed, and a 
stone wallwas buit around the water-tank for the better 
protection thereof, the stock of dressed granite on hand 
being used for these purposes. 


New sewer and water systems were laid throughout 


_ the yard, and a new four-inch water pipe laid from the 


Yuma Water & Light Company's pumping a to the 
prison water tank: j 
During the quarter just passed a por tion ot the west 
Side of the prison wall was replastered, and a cement top 
placed thereon. The north and west sides of wall were 
painted and the rock-work at the base thereof white- 
washed. | 
, The total expense of permanent improvements cov- 
ered by; this report and charged to the “Prison Fund” 
(Act No. 66, Bighteenth Legislature) was $12,659.12, and 
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for incidental repairs charged to the “General Fund" of 
the Territory during the year 1895, $599.20, and during 
1896, $258. 67. 

In co clusion I am pleased to say that I consider the 
prison in excellent condition, our accommodations ample 
and sufficient, health of the inmates good, good sanitary 
conditions, and as compared with other prisons under a 
like condition, the matter of expense has been reduced to 
the minimum.
